The Bible in Hawaii 


HE story is told that when the first Hawaiian 
oD New Testament was published by the American 
Bible Society in Honolulu in 1832, Queen Kaahu- 
manu seized a copy on her deathbed, kissed it tender- 
ly, lifted it high in the air and exclaimed ‘‘Maikai 
(good).’’ Her late husband, King Kamehameha, had 
also been interested in the white man’s God. Before 
his death idolatry and heathenish customs were 
abolished. ‘The people were responding to the teach- 
ing of the missionaries who had come to Hawaii in 
1820. 

This group of seven married men and their wives 
had been sent out by the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions. They found the 
people without a written language or a religion, yet 
responsive and willing to learn. First the missionaries 
must become familiar with the language and reduce 
it to writing. The simple sounds of Hawaiian, repre- 
sented by five vowels and seven consanants, made 
learning to read and write comparatively simple 
after the spelling was settled. 

Dr. Hiram Bingham, one of the missionaries, had 
set himself to the task of providing Scriptures in 
Hawaiian. The first publication was a part of St. 
Luke’s Gospel translated in 1827 and published in 
Honolulu. Then followed other parts of the Bible, 
with a group assisting Dr. Bingham with the transla- 
tion work, resulting in the complete New Testament 
in 1832 and the entire Bible in 1839. 

The Commandments were adopted as the basis of 
laws in 1825. Schools were established as one of the 
earliest results of missionary 
effort. Within thirty-five 
years after the arrival of the 
missionaries 35,000 persons 
had accepted Christ, and 
one third of the entire popu- 
lation had become members 
of the Christian Church. 
Today, totaling about a 
half million people—from 
North and South America, 
Asia, the Pacific Islands and 
elsewhere—the people speak 
a score of languages. The 
American Bible Society has 
provided Scriptures for these 
various groups, most of whom 
today are rapidly turning to 
the English language. 

The Bible Society’s work in Hawaii is under the 
supervision of its office in San Francisco. The city of 
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| 
Honolulu today is a great metropolitan area, but’ 
the same time there are isolated communities wh 
spreading the Good News is still a pioneer mission 
effort. Added to this program, the Society receiv 
constant calls for help—for the leper settlement 
the Island of Molokai; for hundreds of Filipinos w! 
need the Bible in their own language; for a new 
organized church that needs Bibles and Testamen| 
and for copies of both the Christmas and East 
Gospels that find a ready reception in mission wo 
and for hospital visitation. 

One of the most interesting programs the BiH 
Society has been recently promoting in Hawaii is tl 
Bible Reading and Sharing Program which was co} 
ducted on the Island of Maui. This project, accordii 
to the Rev. Dean S. Collins, who is responsible for th 
Society’s work in Hawaii, caught the imagination } 
almost every church, minister and church member ¢ 
the entire Island. Because of the nature of the pop} 
lation, with its mixture of nationalities and creed 
the emphasis was centered around the Sermon on th} 
Mount. The young people of the various church! 
distributed a copy of this pocket-size Scripture Po} 
tion to every home on the Island. It is estimated th! 
through this method more than 32,000 persons we? 
reached. 

Radio and television stations cooperated by rea¢ 
ing the Sermon on the Mount over the air. New 
papers published it on their front pages. Busine 
establishments offered their windows for exhibil 
from the American Bible Society and for displays |

Hawaiian Christians carry their Bibles to church

their parts. To add to 
the effectiveness four 
charts had been es- 
pecially prepared, and 
speakers hung these at 
either end of the Bible 
exhibit. One chart pic- 
tured two Africans, 
one who proclaimed 
that the Word of God 
was already printed 
in 400 African lan- 
guages and dia- 
lects; the other Afri- 
can showed a ques- 
tion mark over the 
800 languages still 
without the Scrip- 
tures. One chart was 
like an open Bible tell- 
ing the number of 
books, chapters, ver- 
ses and words in fig- 
ures. Another poster 
revealed the output of 
Scriptures in one year 
by the Society. 

Following the pres- 
entation by the pupils, 
the sixth-year pre- 
paratory class of boys 
sang in Kikwango ““The Bible Stands,” and on the 
chorus waved high their Kikwango Bibles as a thrill 
of surprise and joy swept the audience. 

Pastor Robert Kiungu concluded the service with 
a short message reemphasizing the Bible in very 
truth as the Book of Life—how we need it, must read 
and feed on it and be ambassadors for Christ to carry 
its message of life and salvation through Christ to 
others. Words of appreciation were spoken for those 
who through the ages have lived, worked and even 
suffered death in order that we today might have 
God’s Word, the Bible.

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The Bible Comes to Life for 4,000 Teen-agers

EEN-AGE enthusiasm ran strong—4,000 strong— 
ales Cornell University, Ithaca, N.Y., for six days 
last fall when Lutheran youth from all over the 
United States and Canada gathered for the thirteenth 
biennial convention of the Luther League of the 
American Lutheran Church. 

They were neither the church-youth-are-just-won- 
derful angels that wishful-thinking, head-in-the-sand 
enthusiasts hoped they would be; nor were they the 
switch-blade-toting devils that today’s-generation-is- 
going-to-the-dogs cynics might have predicted. 

They were normal teen-age American and Cana- 
dian youth—the majority of them fifteen to seven- 
teen years old—with all the boisterous and some- 
times thoughtless ways of youth. 

They paid anywhere from $50 to $150 or more to 
spend six days at Cornell. Registration for the con- 
vention cost $38.50, including room and _ board. 
Transportation costs were from five or ten dollars to 
more than $100. Some had to use their own hard- 
earned cash; others were helped by their parents and 
their churches. And what did they get for their money? 
A week of living on one of the most beautiful uni- 
versity campuses in the country, lots of exercise 
walking up and down Cornell’s hills. 

Above all, they received what the convention 
planners had hoped for, a deep spiritual experience 
—whatever that is. But the youth knew pretty well 
what it was. At least, they could describe it in two 
words— Bible study. 

What had never happened before was that Luther

A number of methods had been tried in past year 
All 4,000 youth had gathered for one Bible-stud 
hour under one capable teacher. Everybody—an 
most of all the teacher himself—knew the limitatior 
of this kind of approach. 

One year the entire group was divided into thre 
sections, and college presidents were placed in charg 
of each group. One year the group was divided int 
sections of about fifty each, and a seminary studer 
was placed in charge of each group. Again, this wa 
acceptable, but nothing that caused the youth t 
say, ‘“This was the high light.” 

Was the Church, perhaps, a little too idealistic 1 
believing that Bible study could be made excitin 
for teen-agers? The 1958 convention would be ai 
all-out attempt to make the Word of God the centeé 
of the convention. The theme, “* United in the Word,] 
was chosen with that in mind. 

Youth Director Marcus Rieke said: “‘Long ago w 
decided that this year we would go all out on Bibi 
study. In past conventions we put a lot of emphas| 
on achieving the spectacular and the dramatic. Thi 
year we decided to really take God at His word ani 
make the Word of God the center of the convention.} 

The more than 4,000 conventioners were divide 
into 205 discussion groups. One of the groups wa 
reserved for pastors and one for other adults. Th 
other groups were made up of twenty persons all th 
same age. A group leader of the same age was selecte 
for each group.

HE printed Word is powerful, but who can esti- 
mate the power of the raised Braille dot? 

Providing the Word of God to those in physical 
darkness is one of the most rewarding services of the 
Bible Society. The Braille Bible is the source book of 
the blind minister and the blind Sunday-school 
teacher. It is a favorite gift at Christmas time, and 
numerous birthdays become significantly memorable 
because there arrived in the mail a big box containing 
a beloved Portion of God’s Word. An increasing 
number of volumes is sent each year to boys and 
girls in schools for the blind and also to homes for the 
aged and handicapped. 

The Braille Bible is oftentimes the only companion 
of the deaf-blind, who spend many happy hours 
pressing their sensitive finger tips over its embossed 
pages. 

In foreign lands where schools for the blind are few 
and far apart the Bible is both textbook and the most 
precious possession of the sightless. Publication of the 
embossed Scriptures is a round-the-clock job, tons of 
special Braille paper being required as each new edi-

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HE election of the Rev. A. Paul Wright of 

Pleasantville, N.Y. as an Executive Secretary 
of the American Bible Society was recently an- 
nounced by Daniel Burke, President. He began his 
new duties immediately. 

Mr. Wright joined the Society in 1953 as an 
Associate Secretary in the Ways and Means De- 
partment, in charge of encouraging’ gifts from 
large individual donors, corporations and founda- 
tions. Since 1956 he also has directed promotion of 
gift investments to the Society. 

Last year under his direction such gift invest- 
ments reached a record high. In 1957 Mr. Wright 
was designated Secretary in charge of the Annuity 
and Life-Income Department. 

Increasingly Mr. Wright has become the Soci- 
ety’s ‘“‘Pastor of Finance”’ to the many friends who 
support its work by means of the annuity and life- 
income plans. By correspondence and occasional 
personal interviews Mr. Wright assists donors by 
interpreting current tax privileges and arranging 
the type of gift investment which is most advan- 
tageous. Frequently, comparisons of the annuity 
plan with the life-income plan clearly indicate the 
type of gift investment which will best serve the 
donor’s needs. Many letters of appreciation indi- 
cate the value of this personalized ministry of 
stewardship which Mr. Wright provides for the 
Society and the Christian people who make pos- 
sible its provision of Scriptures for mankind. 

The Society has been issuing gift annuities for 
over a century. Such annuities provide an indi- 
vidual with an assured income for his lifetime, and 
upon the annuitant’s death the residue is used by 
the Society for the translation, publication and 
distribution of the Holy Scriptures.

aE Rev. Carl W. Larson, Secre- 

tary of the Northwestern District 
of the American Bible Society, has 
been appointed Study Secretary on 
the use of the Bible in the United 
States. . 

This program will be part of the 
United Bible Societies’ worldwide 
five-year study of the use of the Bible 
in the churches to stimulate thought 

on this important subject, to dis- 
cover ways in which the Bible is 
used creatively in the life of the 
churches. 

‘The worldwide program is under 
the direction of the Rev. Edwin H. 
Robertson, Study Secretary for the 
United Bible Societies in London. 
In the course of the past two years, 
Mr. Robertson has made three visits 
to this country in an effort to get as many case studies 
of the American churches as possible. At this point, 
however, it became quite evident that, in order to get 
an accurate and complete study of the American 
scene, it would be necessary to appoint someone as a 
Study Secretary for the United States to follow up the 
work started and initiate new case studies. 

For this challenging task the American Bible So- 
ciety has called upon one of its own District Secre-

taries, Mr. Larson, who came to the 
Society in 1952. During the past 
seven years Mr. Larson has given 
splendid leadership to the important 
task of circulating the Scriptures 
throughout the Northwestern Dis- 
trict, the high point of which was 
911,341 volumes of Scripture. Dur- 
ing the past two years he has shown 
great initiative in developing Bible 
Reading and Sharing Programs 
throughout the District. He comes 
to his new responsibility with enthu- 
slasm and understanding. 

Early in March Mr. Larson and 
Mr. Francis Vipond, newly ap- 
pointed Study Secretary for Canada, 
met with Mr. Robertson in Cincin- 
nati for a week of intensive study 
and planning. At the same time a 
Bible study program was launched in Cincinnati. 
Other plans for the future will be reported from time 
to time in the Record. 

Mr. Larson is a minister in the Augustana Lutheran 
Church. He received his Bachelor of Arts degree from 
Gustavas Adolphus College and is a graduate of 
Augustana Theological Seminary. He has had three 
pastorates and has had special interest in his de- 
nomination’s program of evangelism.

In Memoriam 


At its April meeting the Board re- 
ceived word of the death of Rev. Thomas 
Torrance at his home in Edinburgh on 
March 11 in his eighty-eighth year. Mr. 
Torrance was the Secretary of the So- 
ciety’s Subagency in West China from 
1911 to 1934, a period of intense and 
growing activity in the Society’s work 
and one of radical changes in the work 
on the field. 

Mr. Torrance was a man of warm 
evangelical zeal, and he made particular 
efforts, and with success, in West China 
to serve the Moslem community and the 
Bolo, Chiang and Wasze tribes living in 
the mountainous regions. With his re- 
tirement to Scotland in 1934 his evan- 
gelical zeal in no way abated, and he 
continued to be an ardent supporter of 
personal work in Edinburgh, and main- 
tained to the end his lively and spiritual 
interest in the development of affairs in 
the Far East, with which he had been so 
fruitfully associated. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Annie 
Elizabeth Torrance.

SUB-BORNE BIBLES 


HE American Bible Society, which has been supplying 

free Scriptures to the nation’s Armed Forces for 142 
years, today extended its distribution within our sub- 
marine fleets. The: Society made its first donation of 
Bibles to the Navy in 1817, when it presented sixty-five 
volumes of Scriptures to the U.S.S. John Adams, but until 
now Scriptures have sometimes been lacking aboard 
submarines. ‘ 

In ceremonies at the submarine base in New London, on 
board the U.S.S. Jrex, a ship’s Bible and an Illustrated 
New Testament were presented to Lieut. Commander 
Lloyd S. Smith, Jr., the submarine’s commanding officer, 
by Society Secretary Rev. Richard H. Ellingson. Rear 
Admiral F. B. Warder, USN, Commander, Submarine 
Force, U.S. Atlantic Fleet attended. 

Simultaneously, the Society sent similar Bibles and New 
Testaments to all other ships of the submarine forces of the 
Atlantic and Pacific fleets, including, of course, the atomic- 
powered submarines, as well as submarine tenders and 
submarine rescue vessels. The renowned Nautilus received 
a ship’s Bible after its tiumphal return from the polar trip. 

Bibles have not been “standard equipment” on sub- 
Marines until now because chaplains usually attend to 
Scripture distribution, and chaplains are not assigned 
to submarines. 

Since its first gift of 65 Bibles to the Navy in 1817, the 
Society has distributed more than 43,000,000 copies of the 
Scriptures to U.S. and allied armed forces. The distribu- 
tion to the Armed Forces last year totaled 1,064,104 
volumes. 

The Bible presented to Lieut. Commander Smith was 
a large-type ship’s Bible, similar to the lectern Bible pro- 
vided by the Society for chaplains in the Armed Forces. 
The Illustrated New Testament is a popular illustrated 
volume containing 566 photographs. Volumes sent to the 
other submarines are similar.

Mr. Ellingson, who served in the Navy as a chaplain 
during World War II, told the /rex’s crew of the Society’s 
services to the Armed Forces. He read a letter written to 
the Society in 1820 by the then Secretary of the Navy 
Smith Thompson, responding to the Society’s offer to pro- 
vide free Bibles to all Navy men of that day. Secretary 
Thompson, thanking the Society for its generous offer, 
suggested that a supply of Bibles in the amount of 3,500 
“should be equal to the whole number of seamen and 
petty officers actually employed.” As for future needs, he 
offered the opinion that “the number which may be 
required annually afterwards to supply losses or deficien- 
cies will probably not exceed 300 Bibles.” 

The Honorable Mr. Thompson would probably be 
quite startled if he could know that last year the American 
Bible Society distributed 311,659 volumes of Scriptures to 
the Navy alone. 
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As the Bible Society enters upon its 125th year 
of service to the sightless, calls for the Bible pour 
in from increasing numbers. 


During 1958 wider horizons were reached in 
providing them with the Word of God. More 
Scriptures were distributed to those who read 
with their fingertips and to the thousands who 
hear the Spoken Word through Talking Book 
records than ever before. 


The Bible is often the sole companion of those 
in physical darkness. One recipient wrote, “It is 
like setting a very hungry person in front of a
